modern traveler on sea and land give 
point to the contract afforded by the 
facilities of the middle of the last cen- 
tury, vshich were then regarded as the 
height to which the passengers had a 
right to aspire. The issue of the Penn- 
sylvania Railroad aud Mining Register 
of June 28, 3856, said: 


"The 
Buffalo Cur company lately 


b'pped a lot of cars for the Illinois 
Central railroad which nre far ahead 
of anj'thing in their line yet seen in 
the west. One of them contained six 
staterooms, each room having two 
seats with 
cushioned 
backs, 
long 


enough for a person to lie upon. The 
backs of the seats are hung with 
hinges at the upper edge, so that they 
may be turned up at pleasure, thus 
forming two single berths, one over the 
other, where persons may sleep with 
all the comfort imaginable. In one end 
of the car is a small wash room, with 
marble washbowl, looking glass, etc. 
On the opposite side of the car from 
the staterooms is a row of seats with 
revolving backs, similar to barbers' 
chairs, so arranged that the occupant 
may alt straight or recline in an easy 
attitude at pleasure. The other five 
cars have each two or three similar 
staterooms." 


The birth of the Pullman car came a 


little later. In the spring of 1858 
George M. Pullman 
remodeled 
at 


Bloomington, 111., a few of the cars of 
the Chicago and Alton and made them 
the first Pullman sleeping cars.—Rail- 
way World. 


HORSESHOES. 


*Fbe Three Lucky Element^, That Ac* 


Awociatcd In Them. 


The superstition that associates the 


horseshoe with good luck is very old. 
It is said to prev.all not only among 
English speaking people, but in all the 
races of Europe and in southern Asia. 
Antiquarians are undecided whether 
its origin has to do with the material 
from which the horseshoe Is made or 
with its shape. 


The ancients believed that iron as a 


metal had great secret powers, and 
they drove nails into their walls as a 
protection against pestilence. 
The 


Arabs when overtaken by severe storms 
in the desert cry out, "Iron, iron!" 
which they think will propitiate the 
evil spirits which have raised the 
storm. The Scandinavians have held 
from time immemorial the idea that it 
was lucky to find a piece of iron. 


As regards the form of the horseshoe, 


there is no doubt that among the an- 
cients the crescent form was much fa- 
vored as having lucky or preservative 
powers. 
Ornaments were shaped In 


this way to drive away evil spirits. 
The Chinese have their tombs built in 
a semicircular form, like a horseshoe, 
and the Moors use the same form in 
their architecture. 


It may be remarked that in the my- 


thology of Europe horses were also re- 
garded as luck bearers, and supersti- 
tion once supposed that a horse's hoof 
placed under the bed would cure cer- 
tain complaints. The horseshoe there- 
fore may be said to unite within itself 
three lucky elements—it is In the shape 
of a crescent, it is made of iron, and it 
has been taken from a horse.

more than u talent for pleasing our idlu 
hours. 
No longer good sound wii>c, but 


sweetened water. 


If novelists would cease to flounder in 


Lhat groat sea of nothingness, polite soci- 
ety, and deive among the rugged rocks 
of informal humanity, picking up hero 
and there an odd specimen, they would 
oiler the reading public something that 
would remain tixed in tho memory, altar 
its initial presentation to the attention, 
The "circles" of even a large town are 
gilded until their surfaces are positholy 
monotonous, or, lacking gilt, the pinoli- 
aeck imitation is equally uniform nnd 
iiresome to a degree to those who kick- 
Dp all social restraint overboard, look 
upon the whole fabric of society as moio 
of a sham than of genuine worth. 


it is evident at a glance that we are 


safer in hurnasB than out of it, and abso- 
lute unrestraint is novnr associated with 
unqualified success. This is very appar- 
ent when \vo look at odd specimens of 
aumanity somewhat critically. For in- 
stance, nothing is more repulsive than 
the ordinary tramp, but not all tramps 
are ordinuary. One of unusual stamp 
may b« founa, like a single four leaved 
clover in acres of the common sort. 
But 


between these extremes 
of dudo and 


trump is a happy medium where whole- 
some examples of humanity are found 
and others a little "off" in some direc- 
tions. As a matter of fact, we learn more 
from them than from the a\orage polish- 
ed gentleman who says "Ahl yes" «nd 
"Ah! no," or drawls out "truly" as if it 
were condescension on his part to spenk 
at all. The novelists' characters that arc 
remembered nre those who, if rough,wore 
original and called a lio a lie and not a 
prevarication and who never heard of an 
innuendo. 


Whether orator, teacher, preacher or 


writer, he is only truly great who can 
set forth a great truth in a single sen- 
tence-—but how generally is tne gist of 
speech spread like an oily film that mere- 
ly discolors tho surface of a watery ex- 
panse. 


Nature-wise and other-wise: so fierce 


has become the struggle for existence, so 
necessary every working hour to the secur- 
ing of life's necessities and ever urged on 
by the hope that moro than the day's re- 
quirements may be obtained and hours of 
contemplative rest may bo our own, that 
during this hurly-burly, no time is allot- 
ed to anything not essentially practical 
and capable of immediate use.

f Major Seaman as an army surgeon 


and the fact that hie assertions are bued 
upon personal observation during fail pre- 
sence with the armies in Manchuria, 
place the statements contained in hit 
work, extraordinary though they be, be- 
yond all Question as to their 
veracity 


and accuracy. 


It is shown by Longman'• tables that 


'or nearly two centuries past, in wars 
hat extended over any grant period of 
,iinc, on nn average at least four uiea 
ia\o perished from disease to every one 
who »iad dic-d of wounds. In the Icto 
:3oor war 8,221 officers and men were lent 
louiu on account of wounds, while C3,G44 
were invalided home by disease. 
Major 


Seaman quotes from Vital Statistic* for 
18i)8, in which the Surgeon-General of 
our army shows that, while deaths from 
battlo casualties wore 293, those from 
UHBUSO amounted to 3,681, or 11 from 
disease to 1 from casualty. These sat- 
irising figures ale compared with the re- 
cord made by the Japanas*. Tbe Japan- 
ese statistics show that from February, 
IrtO-l, to Miiy, lilOo, although 62,946 were 
tilled or died from wounds, only 11,992 
died from various diseases. That U to 
say, only one died from 
sickness to ev- 


ry four and one-half u-en who died In 
mttlu or from wounds. 


This complete reversal of tho statistics 


of tho two loading nations of western 
3ivili?.ation 
constitutes, 
according to 


tfujor Seaman, the real triumph of Jap- 
an; for it is a fact that in their war with 
Ohinn only ten yoart, before, the Japan- 
ise lost about the same average as that 
which pro*ailcd during our own civil 
war, namely, three from disease and 
me from 
bullets. In tlmt war they 


•ealir.ed that discuso was even more fat- 
il than the enemy's weapons, and in the 
ntorvening ynars they set out to master 
he invisible foe with a success to 
which the statistics, as above given, boar 


loqoput testimony. These results woro 


obtained by careful study Of military 
anltiition and hyglono, and by a most 
ihorough bacteriological elimination of 
ho water along the line of march and 
n the vicinity of tho camps. Tho WB- 
or testing outfit formed part of every 
anitary detachment, and every foraging 
and scouting department was accom- 
panied by a medical ofilcor, who made 


examination ot the water to be mod 


by the troops. 
In view of the extraordi- 


nary facts developed as tho result of Mi- 
'or Seaman's investigation, It is not put- 
ing the case too strongly to say that, a* 
nutters now stand, tho medical corps 
las as much, if not more, to do with the 
winning of campaigns ana the mitigation 
f the horrors of war as any other de- 
mrtnienl of the array.

Burlington built its sewer system with 


eleven milet of pipe, for $57,000.

ships upon tbe taxpayers as the water 
works will undoubtedly pay for the sewers, 
even if the latter are installed without 
collecting annual rentals.

Thursday about midnight, while waiting 
for a trolley car to take him to his home 
in Doylestown. Death name instantly 
while ha was sitting at a table in tbe old 
park and he died without making a sound. 
Heart disease, frdtt which he had been 
suffering or a long time, was the cause of 
hi* sadden demise. 


Early in tbe day Mr. Shelly bad been 


feeling nnwell and in the evening took 
the 7 o'clock oar for the Grove, in com- 
pany with Harold Hellyer. They spent 
several hours pleasantly listening to the 
music of Pryor's band and then started 
to take in the amusements. The last 
visited was the exciting Mountain Rail- 
way ride and, after getting off it, Mr, 
Shelly remarked: "I wouldn't take that 
ride again for $1000." It is believed the 
excitement started the trouble with his 
heart. 


It was nearly midnight 
when they 


reached the Ehrunpfort park and sat 
down ac one of the tables for 
refresh- 


ments previous to starting home. They 
had been talking quietly when Mr. Hell- 
yer saw Mr. Shelly, suddenly fall forward 
against the table, slightly striking his 
head, and upon lifting him up saw tbat 
he held a corpse, for life was extinct. 
As almost ail the business places were 
closed be had some trouble getting as- 
sistance, but Dr. Franklin Watson was 
called npon and responded. His services 
were, of course, of no use. Death, he 
said, had been instantaneous. 


An undertaker from Jenkintown shortly 


afterward took charge of the remains, 
which were later turned over to Under- 
taker Howard W. Atkinson, of Doyles- 
town, after Judge Mahlon H. Stout had 
been summoned to tbe Grove at an early 
hour. 


News of the death of the District At- 


torney spread quickly in Bristol, a bulle- 
tin announcing the death having been 
placed in front of the Gazette office, and 
was received! with great surprise and ex- 
pressions of sorrow on the part of all 
friends and acquaintances, for bis gen- 
ial disposition, legal ability and long 
public service had made him a host of 
friends who greatly admired him. He 
was an able lawyer, a conscientious pub- 
lic official and a bard worker for his po- 
litical party. The tact tbat he was re- 
elected to the office ot District Attorney, 
which had occurred bnt once before, and 
was spoken of as a candidate for renomi- 
nation for a third term, bespoke tbe con- 
fidence the people bad in him and was a 
tribute to his able administration of the 
office. . 


Joseph W. Shslly, ot Doylestown, was 


a son of Rev. A. B. Shelly, of Milford, 
and 
was born in Milford 
township, 


March 26, 1864. He secured bis early 
education in the public schools of Milford 
and the Quakertown High School, sub- 
sequently taking a course at Ursinus Col- 
lege. 
After leaving oolllege Mr. Shelly 


taught in the public schools of tbe coun- 
ty for six years, when he began tbe study 
of law under the perceptorship of Charles 
F. Meyers, Esq., and was admitted lo 
practice at the Bucks County Bar, Decem- 
ber let, 1890. He then formed a part- 
nership with Mr. Meyers and continued 
in that relation for five years. 
Mr. 


Shelly then withdrew and resumed the 
practice of law alone. He has always 
been a staunch Republican and an ener- 
getic party worker, was secretary of the 
County Committee for several 
years, 


and in 1897 was elected chairman, con- 
tinuing in that position and leading the 
party to victory for six years. Mr. Shelly 
was a member of the State Republican 
Committee for four years. The pary re- 
cognizing his merit nominated Mr. Shelly 
for District Attorney in 1900, and he was 
elected over his Democratic opponent, 
Warren S. Long, Esq., by a majority of 
1527. 


At the expiration of his n'rst term he 


was again nominated by the Republicans 
for District Attorney, because of tbe 
capable ana efficient manner in which 
be filled tbe office, and was elected over 
Thomas Ross, Esq., the Democratic can- 
didate, by a majority of 978, in No- 
ember, 1903. 
Witn the late Nathan 0. 


amee he shared the honor of having 
ieen the only two men elected to serve 
wo terms in the office of District Attor 
ay, in which office he made an excellent 
eoord, and enjoyed tbe confidence and 
steeni of the court and his fellow mem- 
36ra of tbe Bar. 


Mr. Shelly was a member of the Union 
epublican Club, of Philadelchia, and 
lad been admitted to practice in the Su- 
ireme and Superior Courts and the Unit- 
id States Court. 


In religion he conformed to the faith 


if his ancestors and was a member of tbe 
lennonite Church. 


He is survived by his parents and the 


ollowing brothers and sisters: 
Maiy 


Slizabtth, wife of Isaiah T. Olymer, of 
Quakertown; Adeline, wife'of Uriah S. 
Stauffer, editor of the Qnakertown Free 
3re8B; Menno and Oswin Shelly. 


The funeral was held on Tuesday from 
he residence of the deceased parents in 
Milford and was attended by friends of 
he late District Attorney from all sec- 
ions of the county. A number of per- 
IODS from Bristol were there to pay their 
respects to tbe memory of one whom they 
all loved.

HAYSTACK MONUMENT. 


Mark* Birthplnce of Fort-lam Minion 


Work In Thin Country. 


Many a visitor to Williams college is 


taken to the birthplace of American 
foreign missions, marked by a unique 
monument in a little paik near the col- 
lege grounds. 


For once in the history of the world a 


prayer meeting Is commemorated by a 
monument. In Mission park In WH- 
llamstown stands a shaft which was 
dedicated on Sunday, July 28, 1867, to 
the memory of flve students of Wil- 
liams college who met at the close of 
one sultry suinmci day In the year 
1806 to hoid a prayer meeting as was 
their cust >m They were overtaken by 
a sudden shower of rain and were com- 
pelled to seek the friendly shelter af- 
forded tliem by a neighboring hay- 
stack 


The group of joung evangelists who 


were present at the prayer meeting on 
that particular occasion consisted of 
Samuel J Mills, James Richards, Fran- 
cis L. Bobbins, Harvey Loomis and 
Byram Gi een 


Sheltered from the rain by the hay 


stack, they continued amid the conflict 
of tho eU-ments their devotional exer 
clses nnd discussed religious topics of 
deep Interest to themselves While the 
storm raped Mills communicated to his 
fellows tlie plan of executing a great 
life work It was nothing less than a 
mission 1o some heathen land and the 
ultimate »vangellzatlon of the world. 


They < ommunlcated their plan to 


such of their fellow students as they 
believed would sympathize with them 
and organized the Society of Brethren, 
a secret society, which had for Its ob- 
ject the establishment of foreign mis- 
sions 


The remit of the prayer meeting was 


the organization in Bradford, Mass, In 
1810 of the American board of com- 
missioners for foreign missions From 
this start grew the great society of the 
American board, which has distributed 
millions of dollars 
Since the first 


meeting of five persons Its corporate 
and honorary members have Increased 
to over 70,000. 


Tears nfter the students had formed 


their groat scheme of evangelization 
the spot where they held the prayer 
meeting was marked by a cedar stake 
This led to the purchase of Mission 
park by the alumni of Williams col 
lege and in 18C7 to the erection and 
dedication of what is now known as 
Haystack monument. The cedar stake 
monument became marble through 
Harvey Rice of Cleveland, who de- 
signed and at his own expense reared 
the prayer meeting site marker. 


The monument stands on the iden- 


tical spot where the haystack stood. It 
Is a strictly Berkshire county produc- 
tion, composed of Berkshire marble, 
quarried at Alford nnd wrought in the 
workshops of the Berkshire Marble 
company. Its height Is twelve feet, Us 
shaft, cap and base square polished, its 
color a Mlver blue.—New York Tribune.

boles and attack the crew, and aa the 
bite of every one of the fifty known 
varieties is fatal there Is great fear felt 
of them In the ocean spaces which they 
Inhabit. 


These fifty varieties are all classified 


under the general title of thanato- 
phidla 
None of them Is able to live 


anywhei e except in ocean water. Every 
variety and subvariety is as poisonous 
as the cobra or the bnshmaster of Af- 
rica 
Indeed, with the exception of 


these two land varieties, there Is no 
snake on Innd tliat kills so swiftly and 
to terribly as do the sea snakes Ow- 
ing to their fatal weapons and their 
ease and celerity In swimming there 
are practically no enemies which de- 
stroj enough of them to diminish their 
numbers. 


Almost all the thanatophidla are 


beautifully colored e^en more gorgeous 
tlinii any of the land snakes, with the 
possible exception of tho coral, crass 
and carpet snakes 
They are banded, 


striped 
speckled and blolched with 


green, olhe, jeliow, blue nnd black and 
present a most brilliant spectacle a<» 
they are seen swimming below the sur- 
face of tbe transparent blue of the Indi- 
an ocean When they are swimming at 
tbe ordinary rate of speed they seem 
to undulate all o\ er. They do not wind 
through the water as the eel does, but 
their locomotion resembles that of the 
caterpillar except that it is far mor« 
grar'C'ful, nnd as they mo^e nnd twist 
the colors piny along tLeir sides and 
backs as they do on tbe dolphin When 
they dash at their prey at full speed 
they mo\e like an arrow, with their 
heads and necks thrust straight before 
them If tbey are swimming under the 
BUI face or, if they are daitlng along 
tbe top of tlie water, with tbelr heads 
elevated just enough to clear the 
•\va\es 
\\heu they are racing along 


thus their sole means of locomotion is 
tlidr bioud, paddle shaped tail, which 
Is pcculmi to all the sea snakes and

Statistics arc not kept lu that pail 
of the world, so it is impossible to 
nsceitaiu how many are killc-d iu this

Tiaveleis say that 


there is hardly a fishing village which 
has not its, tale of death to tell 


Scientists once held to the opinion 


that the deadllness of the bite was due 
not to the <ienom, like that of the land 
snakes, but to some pioperty that 
caused blood poison, as does the bite 
of many fishes which are not poisonous 
in themselves 
But this opinion was 


changed after the medical men on 
board the Biltish warship Algerine had 
made careful observations of a sailor
